The life of a President receives the same 
protection as any other person

no more. Thoro arc times when tho life 
of a President is worth much more than 
tho life of u private individual, aud this 
is one of the times. It would bo a na- 
tional misfortune for President Oarfleld 
to die; and it was a national calamity that 
Lincoln was taken oil' by tho hand of an 
assassin. Therefore there should bo a 
special law ou tho subject. The only 
law applicable to tho case, is that relat- 
ing to the District of Columbia, which 
saya:

Concentrated Feeding Staffs. 


More than thirty years ago it was re 
lateil of a prominent farmer who had 
beon experimenting with mineral fer- 
tilizers prepared under Liebig's theory 
of mineral fertilizing, that the time 
would come when tho manure for 
a 
crop of whent could 
be car- 


ried to the field in a hand-bnsket. 
But that'time ha« not yet arrived, and 
.without better knowledge wo are not 
looking tor it to como vevy soon. In a 
similiar manner there have been ethu- 
siaatio persons who have believed that 
anirnala could bo fed on th,ree quarts a 
day Oil concentrated food as easily and 
much more conveniently and cheaply 
than on hay and meal together. These 
peroona havo made tho same mistake 
•s was made by the deluded farmer 
mentioned. It is very easy to make 
such mistakes and to delude one's self 
in this way. It is easy to lw too san- 
guine, and we are apt to jump at con- 
clusions too readily. 
We forget that 


we have certain fixed and unchange- 
able conditions to meet which cannot be 
set aside. In feeding animals we must 
consider their digestive capacity and 
their powers of assimilation, or of con- 
verting digested food into vital force 
and flesh and fat, or milk and butter. 
It is not enough to supply animals with 
the elements of these products in a 
concentrated form; a largo bulk of in- 
digestible matter is required to keep 
the digestive apparatus in proper con- 
dition and healthful action. 
Animals 


are constructed, so to speak, with an 
apparatus for working up a large mass 
of material in which the actual nutri- 
tive elements are largely diluted with 
this indigestible matter, and the ali- 
mentary canal has a large surface and 
varied functions, all of which must be 
brought into action for a healthful 
effect. 
If three or four quarts of corn- 


meal were fed to a cow or anTox. the 
compact mass would lie in a small por- 
tion of the extensive stomach, and 
would pass quickly beyond tho active 
reach of a large part of the intestines, 
and could never reach a considerable 
portion of them at all. Tho consequence 
must necessarily bo to excite unduly 
parts of these organs and to leave other 
parts inactive anddormant. Tho nerv- 
ous and muscular system of the intep- 
tines would become paralyzed in part 
and in part overworked, and disorder 
would necessarily ensue. This is found 
to be the case in practice with all animals, 
for even a man, whose stomach is com- 
parativly small cannot healthfully exist 
upon concentrated food of a highly stim- 
ulating character, such as extract of 
beef, or bread alone. How much less 
then, can on ox or a cow be fed on 
highly concentrated food, with a stom- 
ach of very large capacity, but arranged 
in four compartments expressly provided 
for the manipulation ,oLa large bulk of 
coarse food, and the solution, from a 
large mass, of a. small portion of digest- 
ible aliment? Either this large mass 
must be provided, or the rich-food must 
be dilated with an excessive and un- 
hoaltful quantity of water. It is not 
Miffieient to say that tin animal has 
lived through some months of such 
feeding. That is quite possible, for a 
certain amount of hardship can be suf- 
fered with apparent impunity by any 
animal. A horse deprived of all solid 
food whatever, and with nothing but 
water, has worked for sixteen days 
regularly without becoming completely 
enfeebled and has lived without appar- 
ent inconvenience tor sixty days upon 
water alone. 
But it is obvious that 
this is altogether an abnormal condition, 
and the animal existed in spite of the 
deprivation of food. So an animal may 
be kept alive on concentrated food 
alone for months, but the tax upon its 
endurance must effect its vital force to 
a large extent. This principle should 
always be considered when we under- 
take to stimulate the growth or the 
Eroduct of any animal by the use of 


ighly concentrated food. It may be 
that wo are on the verge of excess in 
this direction. 
Excessive fatness is a 
disease. 
Tho fat stored up in the 
tissues of a young animal is an abnormal 
product, and tends to weaken tho 
system. A mature and full-grown ani- 
mal well fed naturally becomes obese, 
and the fat accumulated may not be in- 
jurious to its healthfulness. The prev- 
alence oi disease in cattle seems to be 
a natural consequence of the present 
system of overfeeding or forcing of the 
growth or production. 
It is more ap- 
parent in England than hero, because 
we have not gone nearly so far in this 
forcing method as they have. Tho pro- 
duction of •• baby beef" as it is called, 
ia a conspicious case in point. For- 
merly a steer was in condition for 
slaughter at the age of five years 
A 
large portion of this period was spent 
at pasture, and the growth was slow 
but healthful. Tho beef at that period 
was unsurpassed for quality. But tho 
pressure of competition and the in- 
crease of tho farmer's expenses, made 
necessary by a more luxurious life, havo 
tended toward reducing tho value and 
o* increasing the cost of a beef animal, 
and it gradually became requisite to 
bring the steer to maturity for the 
butcher at the age of two years, so as 
to save expense. This was done by a 
system of forcing from birth with excess 
of food of tho richest kind. 
The con- 


sumption of oil-cakes of various kinds, 
of corn-meal, and of malt largely increas- 
ed, and instead of a carcass of 800 to 
1,000 pounds, consisting choilly of nu- 
tritious and wholesome flesh, with only 
sufficient fat to make it tender and 
Juicy, there is now a carcass of the same 
weight, one-half of which is fat closely 
distributed among the muscular fibres 
and laid on the surface in enormous 
layers and masses. It may not bo the 
direct consequences of this system that 
tho English herds are so terribly rav- 
aged by diseases of a virulent" kind, 
such as •• foot and mouth disease," or 
aphthous fever, or pleuro-pneumoaia, 
and others of which their agricultural 
Journals are constantly complaining, 
but it is so striking a coincidence and 
ao reasonable a result that it is scarce- 
ly possible to associate tho facts as 
otherwise than cause and eilcct.—Ar. K 
Time*.

But ono 
would think now-a-i'\ys that it was 
henceforth lit for nothing but to be 
cast out and trodden under foot of men, 
such a downtrodden race arc tho sailors 
of to-day. 


"Foryou will no longer, my dear 
Johnny, find tho jovial tar who in tho 
words of your favorite song. 
" 'Sings as he views the gathering cloud,' 


to bo the manly, independent mariner 
of fiction. Rather is he (literally, oft- 
entimes) under the iron heel of a brutal 
taskmaster. 
" I have never hoard heard him sing 


as ho viewed tho gathering aloud, 
though I have hoard him, under his 
breath, use unpleasantly 
emphatic 


words on tho subject of the weather. 
And my impression is, my dear nephow, 
that after you have beon to sea a short 
time, you yourself will not look upon 
tho gathering cloud in tho light ot a 
subject for tuneful melody; because 
when a man is called out of his watch 
below to help shorten sail four or ttvo 
titws every twenty-four hours, he is apt 
to lose his car for music. 


"Why, the summons to this unpleas- 


ant duty is of itsolf calculated to make 
a boy think of homo. Tho oilieor .of; 
the deck docs not send word for'ard 
that as the weather is likely to bo un- 
pleasant ho would bo obliged to the 
sailors if they would kindly arise and- 
appear on dock as soon as they can con- 
veniently.

take you from the keelson to the royal] 
truck a dozen times in a day.

"True, should tho Sabbath prove cx-j 


ceptionally line, you may have time to: 
road a chapter in your Bible, though j 
such rare occasions are generally occu-i 
pied by sailors iu tho necessary duties! 
of patching and mending.

So, my dear Johnny, in summing the, 


matter up, I have to tell you frankly! 
that going to soa before tho mast doesj 
notgive the boy tho chance togi-atify the 
lovo for fun and adventure oPwhich hoj 
fondly dreams. True, being dismastcrf 
in a typhoon or wrecked on a leo shore 
may savor of adventure, but even these 
exciting episodes havo some very un- 
pleasant .features—so unpleasant, in 
fact, that it not (infrequently happens 
to tho participant in them thtithe never! 
returns homo to relate such adventures; 


"And finally, as to rising in the naval 


or merchant service, that, my dear, 
nephew, depends. If you have an iron 
constitution, gutta-percha joints, ami 
perfectly tempered stool springs all 
over your body; U yon have a quiclf 
mind to take in both the practice and 
theroy of seamanship; if you have a 
never-tiring energy, which can cause 
such body and such mind to be in the 
perpetual motion, and if you have

Lake Agassis. 


The most remarkable glacial body of 


water yet described was that which 
occupied tho upper part of tho basin 
of tho Red River of the North, which 
geologists have fittingly named Lake 
Agassi/,. The total length of this gla- 
cial "mill-pond" was not far from GOO 
miles, and the width was in places 200 
miles and its depth 800 feet. Its outlet 
was through Lake Traverse into the 
Minnesota River. Tho width of tho 
Minnesota Valley and the extent and 
height of its terraces still boar witness 
to the volume of wator formerly run- 
ning through it. Tho grertt wheat re- 
gion ot tho north is in the bed occupied 
by Lake Agassiz. The enclosure was 
drained when tho ico-barrier to the 
north so far receded that Nelson River 
was permitted to resume its How into 
Hudson Bay. Mr. \Varren Upham, of 
tho Minnesota Survey, thus describes 
the plain: "The higher land at its 
sides, is first seen in the distance as if 
their upper edges wore a little above 
tho horizon, with a narrow strip of sky 
below. ' * • Tho surface of this 
plain ia ooon only for a distance of three 
or four miles, nouses and grain-stacks 
have their tops visible first, after which, 
in approaching, they gradually como 
into hill view, and tho, highlands, tou 
to :lifteen miles away, forming the side 
of'the-valley, apparently lie beyond a 
wide .depression, like a distant high 
coast,'' — ff. Y. Independent.

O';:~i-The, chalk c'avcrns of Kultein and 
Slaupj near Brunn, in Moravia, have 
boon the scene, of an unusual find in the 
shape of the remains of jprohistoric ani- 
mals, ;Many bones of the mammoth 
have, been brought'to light, mixed with 
skeletons of tigers,, .hyenas and boars. 
•Everything found,has been sent to the 
Francis Museum. Other remains havo 
beb'n: discovered at the Schipkahohle, 
near Stramberg, and the Vienna Acade- 
my of Science-has appointed a commis- 
sion to prosecute the search. The 
Prince 
Liechtenstein, upon 
whose 
estates the cavos are situated, has done 
everything in his power to further the 
aims of the scientists, and the Governor 
of the province has forbidden for tho 
present the carrying away; of bones to 
be used for manufacturing purposes. 


—Cotton-seed oil factories are spring- 
ing .up everywhere in Texas— Dallas, 
Brenham, Galveston, etc. Both oil and 
oil-oake is shipped directly to Europe— 
the oil-cake to feed to stock in Europe 
ancUhe oil to be refined and sent back as 
Hie purest table olive oil. Heretofore 
our olive oil has been mostly made from 
North Carolina peanuts, which havo 
been shipped to Marseilles, France. 
The cotton seed scheme is going to de- 
stroy entirely tho puro olive-oil indus- 
try in Europe, and materially hurt tho 
peanut-oil industry in North Carolina 
and Tennessee.
